President Bush Announces $699 million in Emergency Funds
Assistance for Defense, Northern Virginia, Secret Service and Congress

Washington, D.C. --The Administration today outlined additional emergency spending
totaling $699 million for emergency recovery and response and national security activities. As
provided in the Emergency Supplemental Appropriations Act, these funds will be made available
immediately.

These requests represent the seventh round of transfers from the Emergency Response
Fund to respond to urgent requirements arising from the September 11th terrorist attacks.
Pursuant to P.L. 107-38, these funds will be made available immediately without further
congressional review.

Under the Emergency Supplemental Appropriations Act, $20.0 billion was appropriated
without further action by Congress. With this latest transfer, the Administration will have made
$19.7 billion of this $20.0 billion available to agencies to meet national security, homeland
security, and domestic recovery purposes.

Another $20.0 billion included in P.L. 107-38 will only be available once Congress enacts
another law making these funds available for obligation. On October 17th, the President requested
that Congress enact approval of the $20.0 billion and the House recently passed legislation generally
consistent with that request. The Administration will continue to work with the Congress to ensure
that the final level of supplemental funding does not exceed $20.0 billion.

The $699 million will be used by the Departments of Commerce, Defense, Transportation,
Treasury and the Legislative Branch. Included in these funds are resources for the Department of
Defense to increase situational awareness and improve command and control, funds to support
economic development activities in Northern Virginia, compensation for the Metropolitan
Washington Airports Authority, funding for increased overtime and travel for Secret Service officers,
and funds for increased security measures at the United States Capitol building.
